The 
popularity of Wilder's plays most likely 
originates from the fact that they deal 
with mankind not only on an individual 
level, but also on the broad level of man 
as a species and world community. And 
THE SKIN OF OUR TEETH is no excep- 
tion, symbolically tracing the Antrobus 
family through three ages of mankind:

“the war to end all wars.”

In 1985-86, the middle school choir 
worked with Debra Garth for the first 
time.

The 1985 Rai ;otball season was 
the most success! one in the history of 
the school. At 11-2, the Raiders had the 
best record in the school's football 
history. The eleven wins were two more 
than the previous high of nine, and the 
second place finish proved to be the 
school's best finish ever by the football 
team and the best finish of any Raider 
team since 1981. 

The Raiders’ motto was TEAM, There 
was no single star, only a bunch of guys 
working together as a team. 

The team's main star was a swarming, 
tenacious defense which had four 
shutouts and three games in which their 
opponents scored only once. The Big 
Red simply overpowered their op- 
ponents with a fearless running attack 
led by senior captains Damon 
McReynolds and Matt Woods. Woods 
and McReynolds gave much of their 
credit to the “Fearless Five,” the 
nickname given to the offensive line this 
season. “They opened holes we 
could've driven a truck through,” said 
McReynolds after the game against 
Sherwood, in which both McReynolds 
and Woods gained well over a hundred 
yards. 

The play of the line was highlighted in 
the District Championship game against 
Knob Noster, at Knob Noster. Knob 
Noster was riding a 21 game winning 
streak and was the defending 2A State 
Champion. Matt Woods summed up the 
game best. “We just dominated them, 
that's all there is to it!” The Raiders 
allowed the Knob Noster offense no 
more than four yards on the first posses- 
sion of the game. The Big Red returned 
home with a 23-14 victory and a spot 
among the final eight teams in the state.

The 
Raider defense took Over, sticking Pius 
for minus thirteen yards in their four 
plays. The crowd swarmed the muddy 
field as the Raiders were off to Republic, 
Missouri to play the semi-finals of state. 
In Republic, Damon McReynolds 
bobbled the opening kickoff at his own 
fourteen yardline and turned on the 
speed en route to an 86 yard 
touchdown. The Raiders never trailed as 
Bobby Jackson added a school record 
44 yard field goal just before the half. 
Matt Woods added a 24 yard 
touchdown run and the Swarming 
Raider defense led by Captain Charlie 
Letts was never really tested, stopping 
the only Republic drive deep in Raider 
territory. Final score: Pembroke Hill 17, 
Republic 0. The Raiders were off to St. 
Louis for the first State Championship 
game in the school’s football history. 


In St. Louis, the Raiders met long time 
rival St. Louis Country Day. Codasco 
capitalized on five Raider turnovers and 
defeated the Big Red 28-0. However, 
there was a bright spot as Matt Woods 
led all rushers with 152 yards. 

Several Raiders received honors for 
their hard work. On the All-District 
Team, David Eckles received second 
team status as a defensive end, Bobby 
Jackson was a second team punter, and 
Matt Woods at running back, Damon 
McReynolds at running back, Robert 
Belshe at offensive tackle, and Charlie
